SAME OLD NEWS 

BRIEFLY TOLD 

French War Bureau's Statement Tells 
of Violent Aetion On Left Wing. 

THE SITUATlON^CAIlED^SATtSFAa^ 

Advances at Several Points in Argonne 
District are Also Described by French. 



London. Oct., I^TIm battle of 

the Aisne, nnw nearing the end of 
its third week, .soon will outstrip in 
respect to time the great contest 
fought at Mukden nearly ten yeara 
ago, but stin no dedfire resnlt haa 

been achieved. 

The French official communication 
issued Thursday night, eondensed 
into about thirty worda. was one of 

the shortest given to the public since 
the war begun. It recnnts that 
progress has been made by both 
right and left wings of the alNed 

armfes. but gives no details or the 
extent of the progress between the 
lines. 

Military experts believe the great 
daws, as they hare been d e scribed, 

continue to open to clutch at the 
outspread wings of the German 
army particularly the right, which 
forms the upright portion of the L. 
and now haa its back to the esat, 
fighting with desperation to prevent 
the French left from encircling or 
smaaUnf it along quoit ftf the front, 
estimated at 180 nliies in length. 
The attack on Antwerp continues.

(Irowers of tiiinatdrs, cueuiiihers 
and similar vegitaljles lor the Lou- 
don market have for some time been 
injecting steam into the soil with the 
intention of destroying certain in- 
sei Is and slugs. It is i-aid tlie plan 
works very well for that purpose, but 
the practise brought to light an un- 
eiix'cted fact, namely, that the soil 
thus treated increa.si'd greatly in fer- 
tility; so greatly, in fact, that the 
ordinaiy anooBt of naawa cannot 
be used afterward. 

This effect has be»'n explained as 
being due to the sterilization pro- 
duced by tiha ataan. vUoh kiUs the 
phagocyte* or protosoa which in or- 
dinary circumstances keep down the 
number of bacteria in the soil whose 
operations are bansAoant in turning 
orgaaie aitrogen into a form suitable 
ff)r plant food. It may be, however, 
that the large amount of steam- 
destroyed life haa eoatrlbatad its owi 
store of nitrogen.
